NEW YORK SCHOOL REPORTS THIS 

NUMBER SINCE POUNDING IN 1818 

The New York School for the 
Deaf, which has been in continuous 
operation since 1818, has submitted 
its one hundred and fourteenth an¬ 
nual report to the New York State 
Legislature detailing the work for 
the year ended June 30,1932. There 
were 401 students receiving instruc¬ 
tion daring tne year, making a total 
number of pupils who have received 
instruction since the founding of the 
school 5,415. 

The directors reported that expen¬ 
ditures during the year were $27 i,- 
208.58 and receipts from States and 
county scholarships and private tui¬ 
tion were $212,163.44. The deficit 
of $61,145.14 was "made up from the 
real estate fund of the institution." 
Francis G. Landon is president of 
the school. Victor O. Skvberg is 
principal, sncceding Dr. Isaac B. 
Gardner, who was forced by ill 
health to resign during the year 

The school gives vocational train¬ 
ing in carpentry, printing, cabinet¬ 
making, house painting, sign writ¬ 
ing, glazing, dressmaking, plain 
sewing, knitting, cooking, etc. It 
is at 163d Street and Riverside Drive.
